Dear Friends, 

Please share with us the thoughts and 
feelings we have today as we say 
farewell to the Benedictine Sisters who 
have served St. Mary’s school in 
National City for 24 years. 

We have all gathered together to walk 
down memory lane because St. Mary’s 
will not re-open in September. 

WE CANNOT analyze the reasons; 
we know what has to be will be. We 
know that these are changing times and 
that new concepts are dictating those 
changes. 

We know that the primary reason for 
the school’s closing is because the 
Benedictines do not have enough 
Sisters to staff all of the schools they 
once served and in the interest of 
quality education must ask that some 
schools release their Sisters to teach 
elsewhere. 

And we also know that other orders 
cannot take their places in St. Mary’s, 
for there are not enough Sisters in any 
order to serve all the Catholic Schools. 

HOWEVER, even with this 
knowledge born of seeing and hearing 
of Catholic schools’ closing in other 
areas, we feel lonely and empty today. 

Of course, the halls ring with laughter 
and greetings as former students and 
parents return to meet and greet 
teachers who have also returned for the 
day to this farewell. 


Goodbye, St. Mary's 


So they're closing our school 


WHILE SHARING this day with so 
many dear friends, there were different 


Twenty-four years seems a long time 
— and some of the first pupils are now 
young adults who have their own 


children attending school in the same - 


classrooms where they received their 
first catechism lessons. But when it is 
over, 24 years seem but an instant in the 
total. life of all the people who have 
attended, or would have attended St. 
Mary’s if the doors could have 
remained open. _ 


EACH PERSON here has special 
memories unique unto himself or 
herself. Father Malachy J. O’Sullivan, 
the pastor who served the parish when 
the school was dedicated — I can’t 
presume to write what he must be 
thinking as he sees the many Sisters 
and friends. 


And Sister Alice Ann who was the 
first principal: I dare not seek out her 
secret thoughts, for she must sorrow to 
realize that no more will the 
Benedictine Sisters be showing the 
children of St. Mary’s school the right 
path towards a heavenly reward. 


And all of the other dedicated priests 
and Sisters who once gave direction and 
purpose to young people in these 
classrooms, especially Father John 
Paul Cadden, our present pastor who is 
himself an educator — it must take 


great courage for him to accept this’ 


terrible fact that St. Mary’s is closing. 
And Sister Mary Dennis, who has the 
unhappy task: of officially closing the 
books for the last time in St. Mary’s — 
her heart must yearn for answers. 


thoughts expressed to me, and I 
recalled many special moments 
myself. Perhaps you will recall, 
yourselves, similar treasures in your 
own memory, or our thoughts will help 
you to realize and remember other 
Catholic school activities that make 
Catholic school education so rewarding. 


Of course, there. were many more 
thoughts expressed during this day of 
combined joy and sadness, and I re- 
call those conversations I heard. In 
your own mind you can change the time 
and place and know that this could be a 
part of your own life if ever you must 
close the doors of your Catholic school 
for one final time. : 


Do you wonder who came back to St. 
Mary’s today? Almost all of the 
Benedictine Sisters who ever served the 


school were there; Msgr. O’Sullivan, 


Msgr. Sean Murray, Father Vincent 
Tracy — they came to mingle with the 
parents and children — and many 
more who once filled the classrooms 
with enthusiasm and eager yearning 
for knowledge. 


AND DO YOU also wonder what we 
all talked about when the greetings and 
reminiscing were done. We talked of 
the future and what would become of 
Catholic education in National City. 


Sisters and parents agreed that this 
would be an opportunity for the laity to 
assume more responsibility in the 


Catholic education of the children. 
There are unlimited possibilities here if 
we are willing to accept the fact that 
we can all go forward and serve God 
in a new and perhaps more challeng- 
ing way. 


May I say in closing that I have 
personal thoughts concerning St. 
Mary’s school. I feel privileged to have 
been a Catholic school graduate myself, 
and to have sent my own children to 
Catholic school. But I am not afraid for 
my grandchildren to attend other 
schools because throughout my life I 
have lived with and worked with so 
many people who have been reared in 
other schools. 


I HAVE FOUND most of these people 
to have all of the virtues that connote 
moral stability and love of neighbor. 
They have, for the most part, been just, 
moral and loving. And I have known 
some Catholic school graduates who 
have not followed the straight road. 


Sol feel that today we say ‘‘farewell’”’ 
to one way of teaching God’s way to the 
children; but we open a new door. We 
will thank God for the opportunity to 
follow new directions. And the children 
who enter new schools will be the 
forerunners of a new generation which 
will get its worldy education with its 
contemporaries, but which will receive 
it’s Catholic heritage at CCD classes. 


A new tradition will be formed; and I 
hope that we will all accept this 
challenge to work even. closer in the 
Catholic education of the young people 
who will be born into future 
generations.

AT LEAST three of the 
diocese’s 76 parochial 
schools and one of its 11 high 
schools will not open their 
doors in September. 


Another high school — St. 
Francis de Sales for girls — 
will merge with Notre Dame 
for boys, both in Riverside. 


A shortage of religious 
dropping 
enrollments plus lack of 
funds to hire lay teachers 
has forced the closure of St. 


Mary’s in National City, 
Blessed Sacrament in 
Twentynine Palms and 


Sacred Heart, Greenfield 
Hills in El Cajon.

THE SCHOOL has had an 
average of about 400 
students a year, but 
enrollment has been drop- 
ping — with only 210 pupils 
this year. 


A similar situation exists 
at Twentynine Palms where 
the Blessed Sacrament 
school has only about 150 
children. It is staffed by 
Sisters of Mercy. 


At Greenfield Hills there 
were 318 students in grades 
one to twelve with nine 
Sisters and 41 lay teachers. 
The Sacred Heart school 
complex is for sale for $2 
million.

Ordinations are like weddings 


The ordinations of priests over the past eight or nine 
weeks at different parishes chosen by the new priests 
brought a mixture of sights and sounds denoting again 
the diversity of our liturgical occasions. 

The actual ceremony or liturgy of ordination was 
unchanged. Many parishioners were able to see, for 
the first time, the full meaning of the great occasion 
when a son leaves his family and virtually marries 
himself to the Church, as a servant of the people. 

The wedding effect was marked when mothers and 
fathers of the ordinands walked up the aisle with their 
sons for the last time as ‘‘son’’ and welcomed them 
with open arms 15 minutes later, as ‘‘Father.” 

The ordinations clearly demonstrated how the 
priest, the new minister, comes from the people and is 
acclaimed by them as acceptable. He is then ordained 
into his sacred duties and, through the traditional 
laying of hands by the bishop is brought into the full 
ministerial fold. 

Then silently, solemnly, the assembled priests 
pause in front of the new member and lay hands, a 
vivid reminder that there is one priesthood connected 
to the One Priest, Jesus Christ. 

At these ordinations I have noticed the tear trickle 
down a mother’s face as she watched her son make his 
commitment to a life with Christ, as other mothers 
have reacted as their daughters go ‘‘away” in 
marriage or into religious community.

Most generous of men 


Clarence Steber was my friend and when he died a 
little more than a year ago I was able to record here 
his last hours and a precious few moments in that time 
when we prayed alone together to ease his passing to 
eternity. 


Now it is officially announced, a year after the 
event, that he made the most generous gift that 
anyone has ever made to the University of San Diego. 

_ The Steber Foundation gift of $475,000 made known 
last week is adequate proof of the esteem in which he 
held his adopted campus. 


He often spoke to me about the commitment he felt, 
and promised a generous endowment to lead the 
development drive. 

When you light a lamp in your garden or floodlight a 
building, think of Clarence Steber. From the leftover 
lights of the great Chicago exposition so many years 
ago he formed a manufacturing industry to produce 
the lamps which today floodlight many sports fields 
and backyards. 
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His philanthropy took much of his time in his later 
years, and his thoughts. His own light will certainly 
shine long in the beneficence he showed USD and 
Catholic charities generally. 


Like a lot of cursillistas 


The singing was so joyful at one of the recent or- 
dinations, backed by a great choir and organ, that 
Bishop Maher remarked as he came out of church 
“they sound like a lot of cursillistas.”’ 

Although he has not made a Cursillo himself, our 
bishop is well aware of the spirit which comes from 
the three-day course in Christian living. At the last 
men’s Cursillo, held at San Luis Rey Academy, there 
were 51 candidates, of whom six were priests from this 
diocese. 

If many more monsignors make their cursillos we’ll 
have a clan of monsignori cursillistas, if the language 
mixture isn’t too much for you. 


Communion in the hand 


Evidently Cardinal John Heenan of Westminster, 
London, ran into trouble with his fellow bishops over 
Communion in the hand. He suddenly withdrew 
permission for the practice throughout his arch- 
diocese, a decision which has been described as 
“painful and embarrassing.” 


There has not been total agreement among British 
bishops, any more than among American bishops, 
over this ancient practice. Rome requires a three-- 
quarter majority vote among bishops to permit the 
change. ea 

There is a strong case for Rome to leave matters 
like this to the local bishops who, after all, are much 
more familiar with customs and cultures in their own 
lands and who can consult at the parish level. 


Debasing the image 


Now that the tumult and the shouting of the hustings 
has moved from the California scene — thank God we 
were saved from the convention — we can con- 
template momentarily the awesome but ineptly used 
power of television. 


Seeing the candidates field rude questions fired at - 
them by ill-mannered journalists, as though the power | 


of inquisition is the divine right of the pen, almost 
made one feel sorry for them — the politicians. 
Shining through with a deceptive ingenuous 
determination was Mrs. Shirley Chisholm who put all 
the men to shame with her frank, fresh, quick and 
perceptive responses. While the others recited well-- 
worn cliches, Mrs. Chisholm brought some hope that 
one day there really may be a new wind blowing 
through the smoky halls of national and local politics.

As women will. . . 
by Enid Lanyon 
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What price freedom? 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were 
talking...about demonstrations and 
protests and the thoughtless pirating of 
worthwhile slogans and principles for 
less worthy causes. 


Most thinking people are weary of 
the apparently endless parroting of 
“freedom now’’ demands by persons 
and organizations whose un- 
derstanding of the word seems to 
equate with unqualified license. 


I doubt if any walk of life, any 
profession or institution is free from 
injustice in some form or other. There 
is always some ground for reform. 


IN SOME CASES when abuse is 
severe and hidden from public view 
extraordinary means such as protest, 
riot or demonstration may not only be 
necessary but desirable, to bring 
justice to bear. 


But we humans are a Self-justifying 
lot. The deeper we sink into cloying 
self-pity the greater grows the need to 
project our deficiencies on some person 
or institution outside ourselves. 


Women’s Liberation is a case in 
point. Whatever they may claim, no 
feminine female worth her salt, from 
Eve through Boadicea and Joan of Arc 
to Mrs. Nehru ever had much trouble 
winning the respect and position due to 
her. 

THE LOUDEST demands for 
women’s rights come at a time when 
most doors are opened to us end most 
discrimination being removed. Ap- 
parently it becomes a little frightening 
when the burden of proof rests more 
heavily upon our own shoulders. 

I suppose it was predictable that the 
Gay Liberation Front should tag at the 
heels of Women’s Lib, in a somewhat 
maudlin incursion of the ‘“‘freedom”’ 
scene. 

It is a commentary on the sexual 
mores of our time that perversion 
should feel justified, with distinct self-- 
righteousness, to imbue its cause with 
“rights” and ‘‘freedoms.”’

may be for the fate of the homecare 
there can be no ‘‘liberation’’ from 
moral imperatives. Understanding 
does not predicate. permissiveness. 
Explanation is not excuse! 

The condonation — or legalization of 
sexual promiscuity with its attendant 
threat of seduction and corruption of 
youth can hardly be seriously con- 
sidered in any context. 

A case might be argued for the 
stable, long-term relationship, 
although with dubious validity, but it is 
not to this area that the emotional 
plaints are directed. 

IF, AS THE GAY Liberation Front 
claims, these people are oppressed, it 
is not because of their aberrative 
desires but the methods of indulging 
them and the elements of prostitution 
and solicitation which are involved. 

Whatever the psychological im- 
pulsion of the homosexual he is 
nonetheless bound by the rights and 
freedoms of the society in which he 
lives — and its rules — equally with the 
heterosexual person. 

Society has its own right to impose 
penalties and curtail activities of the 
individual if they threaten the health or 
well-being of the whole. Restriction is 
not necessarily evil. 


In a fully-developed human being, 
responsible, disciplined and morally 
conscious, total freedom might be a 
means of real fulfillment. The under-- 
developed adolescent personality or 
the deviant neurotic , need all the. help 
they can get and that includes 
restraining and deterring rules. 

AS CHRISTIANS today are finding to 


their cost, a relaxation of laws and 


obligations does not automatically 
produce peace of mind or instant 
happiness. Neither does it induce 
greater sanctity. 

Freedom is for grown-ups — and 
oddly enough, for the true adult 
freedom is not an issue. Freedom is 
never realized by the abrogation of 
laws, but by a liberation of self from 
self. God knows!

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CUF wants more Latin, less sex, better music 


James Likoudis, assistant to the presi- 
dent of Catholics United for the Faith, was 
recently in San Diego. In this interview 
_with Michael Newman, editor of the South- 
ern Cross, he explains some of the points 
at issue so far as CUF is concerned. 


Mr. Likoudis, what does Catholics United for 
the Faith stand for in a broad sense? 


CUF generally stands for simple fidelity to the 
Church, to its teaching authority at a time of 
great doctrinal crisis which afflicts Catholics, 
especially in the United States and parts of 
Western Europe. 

There seems to be a general idea that you are 
mainly concerned with things like Latin Mass 
and the type of music in church and sex 
education. In what order would you place these in 
your concern? 


modesty, 


Do you feel that the English translation itself 
suffers from many drawbacks? 

Definitely. Simply look at young kids in the 
congregation and see the absolute boredom. The 
present English translation is simply banal and 
pedestrian and not faithful. Many words, for 
example, in the Latin have been simply 
eliminated. 

Are there any aspects of liturgy today which 
you find favorable? 

Yes. I think that putting most of the liturgy in 
the vernacular certainly adds to the  in- 
telligibility of the Mass, and this is all very good, 
but what the people get out of Mass is something 
far deeper than having Mass in vernacular. The 
spirit of the Roman rite has been profoundly | 
transmuted by this translation. People are not 
getting out of Mass the mystery, the sacred aura 
of Eucharistic sacrifice. 


Does CUF have some reservations of attitudes 
of theologians since Humanae Vitae, especially 
regarding the sexuality of man? 

The theology of sex in a kind of neo-modernist 
theology tends: to present human sexuality 
divorced from the theological context of original 
sin. This kind of sex education and theology of 
sex has become increasingly prevalent on the 
American scene. 

Pope Paul and the hierarchy of the Church are 
very seriously concerned about the impact of the 
so-called new theology, which is divorced in 
large part from Catholic tradition and from the 
decrees and definitions of the teaching authority 
of the Church. 


Do you still prefer then the Church that laid 
down rather simple but straightforward laws 
about what is a sin or what isn’t one, or is it that 
you don’t like people having to rely on their own 
conscience? 


Well of course, the Church always believes 
that people should have an informed conscience, 
and the conscience should be informed by the 
rules, the decrees, the teaching of the teaching 
authority of the Church. We recognize that there 
is authentic theological development in the 
Church, and the great place that theologians 
have in this development, but we’re rather ap- 
palled by the fact that the sacrosanct teaching of 
the Church as already defined is being in a 
sense nullified, ignored, derided and attacked 
and assaulted even within the Church itself.

world.’’

Improve, not destroy, 
nature - papal warning 


-¢ STOCKHOLM (RNS) — 


Pope Paul VI, in a message 
to the United Nations .Con- 
ference on the Human En- 
vironment, said the 
technological approaches to 
environmental problems will 
prove unavailing unless 
there is ‘‘a radical change’’ 
in man’s attitude toward 
nature. 

Calling for ‘‘a_ trusting 
communion with the laws of 
nature,” the pontiff said that 
“for the human race, sub- 
duing nature. means not 
destroying it but perfecting 
it; not transforming the 
world into an uninhabitable 
chaos, but into a home which 
is beautiful and ordered in 
respect for all things.”’ 


Emphasizing man’s 
‘“‘indivisibility from his 


~~“ environment,’ he affirmed 


that man’s creative abilities 
will bear ‘‘real and lasting 
fruits” only to the extent that 
man “respects the laws of 
nature’ that regulate 
progress, prevent pollution, 
soften the effects of natural 
eatastrophies and allow for 
renewal. 


HE STRESSED the need of 


replacing ‘‘the often blind 


and brutal thrust of material: 


progress, left to the mercy of 
its own dynamics, with a 
profound respect for the 
biosphere in an over-all 
vision of the dominion en- 
trusted to mankind.” 


Observing that ‘‘scientific 
and technological progress 
— in spite of its promising 
aspects for the development 
of all peoples — also carries 
with it, like every human 
activity, ~very serious 
dangers,’ the Pope listed 
some of the dangers 
threatening total en- 
vironmental pollution. 


Among these are the 
possibilities of ‘‘atomic, 
chemical and bacteriological 
warfare and many other 
instruments of war for which 
our moral awareness cannot 
but feel horror.”’ 


Alluding to the unbalance 
created in many parts of the 
world by population growth, 
Pope Paul cautioned against 
“easy solutions.’’ ‘‘The 
demographic problem,’’ he 
said, ‘will not be solved by 
unjustly limiting the right to 
life.”
